CHEAPER SCHOOL 
BOOKS PROPOSED 


Representative McCrory, of 
Schley, Has Plan to Save 
School Children of Georgia 
Thousands of Dollars. 


The school children of Georgia will 
get books at a very much smaller 
cost and the people of the state who 
have children attending the county 
schools will be saved thousands of 
dollars if a bill to be introduced in the 
legislature this summer by Represen- 
tative C. R. McCrory, of Schley county, 
is adopted. So states the author of the 
bill, 

Mr. McCrory’s bill provides that all 
books taught in the public schools of 
the state shall be published by the 
state or let to the lowest bidder and 
be furnished to the school children 
of Georgia at actual cost. 

Mr. McCrory has been making some 
investigations with the result that he 
believes such a bill as he will present 
to the legislature will be a great boon 
to the people of the state who have 
children to educate. 

He says that in the province of 
Ontario the copyright on each book 
taught in the public schools is owned 
by the province, and one of the good 
results is that a reader, such as is 
used the Georgia schools, and cost 
is now bought for 6 cents: 
or wordbooks that now cost 
of Georgia from 20 to 30 
cents, are solid in Ontario for only 4 
cents, and copy books are sold for 
l cent each. 

Another feature Mr. Conroy's 
bill that all school books will be 
uniform so that it will not be neces- 
sary for patrons moving from one 
Place to another to buy new books. 

The Georgia reports are used by Mr. 
McCrory to illustrate what he contends 
for his bill. He says that the copy- 
right of the supreme court reports 
from volume one sixty-five was 
vested in the supreme court reporter 
and the purchaser had to pay an aver- 
age price of $7. In 1872, he states, 
when the l#w was changed the copy- 
right was vested in the state of Geor- 
gia, and from then until now, the re- 
ports are sold at $1.50 each. 

“If the question is asked,” States Mr. 
McCrory, “who will write the schoal 
books, my reply will be that the du- 
ties of the state school superintendent 
can be enlarged, and the preparation 
of the school books be placed in his 
hands. By this means the authors 
will be largely Georgians, which will 
insure the books being such as wil] 
be specially adapted for our boys and 
giris.”’

THE INHERITANCE TAX. 

There is just one method of taxation 
fairer and more effective than the income 
tax the democratic party is about to enact 
for the nation—and that is the tax on in- 
heritances, power to levy which congress 
has thus far and very righteously left as a 
source of revenue to the states.

The heirs are 
not injured, since the portion reverting to 
the state is only a portion of their legacy 
taken from property the title to which had 
never at any time rested in them.

“Wandering Jew” was quite well known. 
and many believed that he was this tradi- 
tional person. 

After this scheme had spent its force 
Cagliostro conceived the idea of organizing 
Masonic lodges for women. He said he was 
of divine origin, and this new scheme be- 
came so popular that he was well received 
the best society, being adored by the 
ladies. 

Nor were these the greatest of Caglios- 
tro’s impositions. He claimed that he could 
not only make diamonds and precious stones, 
but could also transform all metals into 
gold. He was able to persuade some of the 
Cleverest nobles of the day that they had 
actually seen him make diamonds and turn 
iron bars into gold nuggets. He was a bril- 
liant hypnotist at an age when hypnotism 
was thought to be a miraculous power. 

Through his various impositions Caglios- 
tro was able to accumulate a considerable 
amount of money, and when he went to 
France he shortly became the most talked 
of man in that country. His vast wealth, 
his charities, etc., led a number of sensible 
people to tmagine he could make gold. In 
fact, some of his accomplishments are hard 
to explain. One day he announced to Paris 
that Maria Theresa, the empress of Austria, 
had died. At that time communication bhe- 
tween countries very slow, but five 
days later come official news that the em- 
press had died at the exact moment named 
by Cagliostro. 

It was Cagliostro who was able to hood- 
wink the celebrated Prince Cardinal de 
Rohan, the grand almoner of France, and a 
shrewd statesman, into playing the part he 
did in the “Queen’s Necklace” affair. For 
the part he took in this he was sent to 
the Bastile in 1786. While in prison he wrote 
on the wall of his cell: ‘The Bastile shall be 
destroyed and the people shall dance on the 
site.”’ Within three years his prophecy 
came true. 

Being finally aquitted of the necklace 
affair, he was forced to leave France, and

“I was only shooting at the wall,” 
she answered. “Run along, now, and 
don’t worry me. I don’t feel like——” 

“Mamma Got Hurt.” 


Befare she could finish the sentence, 
the wound ¢@eved fatal. She col- 
lapsed to the floor and died before 
aid could be reached. Neighbors were 
aroused by the cries of the tiny 
George, who ran into the street cry- 
ing: 

“Mamma got hurt shootin’ at the 
wali.” 

Following an investigation by the 
coroner, the body of Mrs. Von Reeden 
was removed to the undertakers, 
where an inquest will be held today. 
Suicide is admitted by her relatives, 
who declare she has een despondent 
for weeks over domestic troubles. 

She was 30 years old, and the 
mother of three young children. Her 

igsband, John Von Reeden, has been 
a “ Peside nt of Atlanta for years, and 
operates a blacksmith and repair shop. | 

Leaves no Note. 

No intimation was given of the 
woman’s intentions, and she left no 
final note. Going into her bedroom 
about 2 o’clock, she found her hus- 
band’s automatic revolver, placed the 
muzzle under the left arm and fired 
a single shot. 

She and Von Reeden had been mar- 
ried for 14 years. Relatives of the 
dead woman say that until recently 
she and her husband had lived tran- 
quilly, and no trouble had been no- 
ticed between them. Von Reeden will 
be summoned before the coroner’s jury 
at the inquest today.

Washington, April 9.—Direct electior 
of United States senators by the peo 
ple was authorized and made compul- 
sory today when the Connecticut leg- 
islature ratified the constitutional 
amendment submitted by congress less 
than a year ago. Ratification already 
had been given by 35 states. 

The situation that results throughout 
the country where many legislatures 
have adjourned until 1915 is such as 
to leave eonfusion in the minds of 
members of the senate, as to how the 
early steps toward direct election of 
senators will be carried out. 

While the proclamation of the secre- 
tary of state announcing final ratifi- 
cation of the amendment by 36 states 
is required by law, Senators Bristow 
and Borah, leaders in the direct elec- 
tions fight in congress, expressed tn<« 
opinion today that the amendment ts 
for all practical purposes now a part 
of the constitution. 

“Any man who may be elected to 
the senate hereafter must be elected 
directly,’ said Senator Borah. 
Legislatures May Prescribe Methods. 

The new amendment gives to the 
state legislatures, thowever, the right 
to prescribe the methods for electing 
senators. Many legislatures have ad- 
journed and will not reconvene until 
early in 1915, a few weeks before the 
terms of over thirty senators expire 
It is expected that in many States the 
legislatures will adopt the plan au- 
thorized in the new amendment and 
governors to appoint sena- 
tors temporarily, until the people can 
elect men at regularly called elections. 
Special sessions of the legislatures will 
be urged in many states, so that the

“The senate of the United States 
shall be composed of two senators 
from each state, elected by the people 
thereof, for six years; and each sena- 
tor shall have one vote. The electors 
in each state shall have the qualifica- 
tions requisite for electors of the most 
numerous branch of the state legis- 
latures. 

“When vacancies happen in the rep- 
resentation of any state in the senate, 
the executive authority of such state 
shall issue writs of election to fill 
such vacancies, provided that the leg- 
islature of any state may empower 
the executive thereof to make tem- 
porary appointments until the people 
fill the vacancies by election as the 
islature may direct.’
